The substitute provides for 
the free coinage of silver, for the coin­ 
age of the seigniorage in the treasury, 
and makes it optional with the secre­ 
ta ry of the treasury to redeem green­ 
backs and treasury notes in either gold 
c r silver. The bill will be reported to 
the senate to-morrow. The silver sub­ 
stitute also provides for the retirem ent 
of all notes of less denomination than 
$10. 
The substitute was adopted without 
discussion, the vote being 8 to 5. Sen­ 
ato r Wolcott was absent, but his vote 
w as counted for the bill. 
The yeas 
were: Voorhees, Harris, Jones of Ar­ 
kansas, Vest, White, W althall, Demo­ 
crats; Jones of Nevada, Populist, and 
W olcott, Republican. The nays: MOT­

The Democrats indicated their will­ 
ingness after the bond bill was dis­ 
posed of to take up the tariff bill, but 
th e Republicans asked for further time 
in order to submit the tariff to the Re­ 
publican caucus. 
It is said that this 
b ill will be reported substantially as it 
cam e from the house, except that an 
advance of 15 per cent of the present 
d u ty on sugar will be provided for, and 
th e agricultural schedule will be in­ 
creased to 20 or 25 per cent of the 
present law.

Attitude of the Party on the Tariff Bill 
to Be Considered. 
W ashington, Jan. 7.—A caucus of Re­ 
publican senators will be held today 
a t the request of the Republican mem­ 
bers of the committee on finance, to 
consider 
the 
questions which 
have 
arisen in connection with the house 
tariff bill. The committee is undecided 
between reporting the bill 
without 
am endm ent and amending it so as to 
m qke sure of the support of certain 
senators who have indicated a disposi­ 
tion to press very strongly for increases. 
T he committee has had under special 
consideration such propositions to ex­ 
tend the provisions of the bill to sugar 
and to increase the rate of duty on 
spirits, agricultural products and pot­ 
tery. The house bill increased the duty on 
these articles, with the exception of 
sugar, lo per cent, while the proposi­ 
tion before the committee is to make 
th e increase 20 per cent The commit­ 
tee is disposed to report without any 
amendment, but, appreciating the nar­ 
row margin in the senate,it has been de­ 
cided desirable to secure the sense of 
th e entire Republican side of the sen­ 
ate before the plan of the committee is 
completed. 
It is therefore 
apparent 
th a t if the Republican senators show a 
disposition to press their amendments 
to the extent of opposing the bill they 
w ill be accepted. 
There 
is, also, some apprehension 
lest the silver Republicans and 
the 
Populists, who, it is believed, would 
ordinarily support a tariff bill, may in­ 
sist in adding a free 
silver coinage 
amendm ent to the tariff bill, and it is 
hoped that the caucus will have the ef­ 
fect of indicating what 
may be ex­ 
pected from the Republican silver sen­ 
ators.

HAS 
A NOVEL SCHEME. 


KANSAS 
PRAIRIE 
FIRE. 


Immense Loss of Life end Property Is 
Predicted. 
W ichita, Kau., Jan. 7.—There were 
two counties in western Kansas covered 
by fire last night. About 9 o’clock a 
lurid light was seen in the sky, observ­ 
able simultaneously at Pueblo, Col., and 
W ichita, a distance apart of 500 miles. 
Reports from ten stations indicate the 
largest fire to he in Kiowa county, and 
that It is of vast proportions. Havi­ 
land is the nearest station to the fire 
that can be reached, and the agent there 
says the nearest fringe of blaze is prob­ 
ably fifteen miles away, but so powerful 
that a newspaper can be read by its 
light in the streets of this town. 
At St. John, Stafford county, the peo­ 
ple are panic-stricken, as the fire is 
sweeping in their direction before a 
strong wind. Many of the farms have 
been abandoned for years and the fire 
is feeding on the rank grass, sun flowers 
and dead hedges. St. John people think 
that the loss of property and life of 
man and beast will be appalling. 
It is impossible to get details, as 
operations on the W ichita and W est­ 
ern were recently abandoned in that 
section of the country, and there are no 
operators at the stations to report the 
disaster of the fire. 


Caban Capital Said to be in the Hands 
of the Rebels— Conveyed

Batabano, Cuba, Jan. 7.—At 10:30 
o’clock yesterday morning the cable op­ 
erator here received the following dis­ 
patch: 
“Cubans have captured the city (Ha­ 
vana). Morro Castle alone holds out.

” 
Here the dispatch ended abruptly, as 
cable communication between Havana i 
and this point was cut off. 
New York, Jan. 7.—There has been no 
confirmation of the statement contained 
in the foregoing dispatch that Havana 
has been captured, 
Key West, Fla., Jan. 7.—Jesus Pe- 
tuna, a well-known Cuban patriot, re­ 
ceived a cipher dispatch from General 
Gomez yesterday declaring that the 
Spaniards were hemmed in on all sides 
and 
that 
before nightfall 
Havana 
would be in the possession of the pa­ 
triot troops. 
Barcelona, Spain, Jan. 7.—News most 
unfavorable to the Spanish government 
has been received here from Cuba. It 
is understood that the insurgent forces 
are pressing around Havana. 
Detroit, Mich., Jan. 7.—Don M. Dick­ 
inson stated last night that he had re­ 
ceived a dispatch from a Cuban in 
Washington confirmatory of the bul­ 
letins to the effect that the insurgents 
were actually entering the city of Ha­ 
vana. Mr. Dickinson, however, declined 
to state the sender’s name, or the pre­ 
cise contents of his message. 
Madrid, 
Jan. 7.—El Heraldo an­ 
nounces that Martinez de Campos, Cap­ 
tain General of the forces in Cuba and 
Governor General of the island, has re­ 
signed. 
The military authorities se­ 
verely criticise him for his conduct of 
the campaign. 
London, Jan. 7.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Madrid says that the report 
that Captain General Campos has re 
signed is denied in official circles. 


While Being Lowered Into the Mine 
an Immense Weight Which 
Bal­ 
anced the Elevator Falls on the 
Occupants of the 
Car—Second 
□ Serious Accident. 


Shamokin, Pa., Jan. T.—While four 
workmen were being lowered into the 
new shaft of the Luke Fidler mine yes­ 
terday 
the “billy” which balances 
the elevator and which weighs 1,000 
pounds, fell upon them without warn­ 
ing. They were instantly killed, their 
bodies being crushed so horribly as to 
make them almost unrecognizable. The 
victims were: 
JAMES MERRITT, aged 25 years; 
leaves widow and one child. 
STEPHEN MERRITT, aged 28 years; 
leaves widow and one child. 
PATRICK LYNCH, aged 33 years; 
single. 
PETER BOBERT, 23 years; leaves 
widow and one child. 
The shaft bucket in which the four 
men met their sudden 
death 
was 
guided by big cross pieces and arms, 
known as the “billy.” The wire ripe 
passed through this “billy,” and it is 
supposed that ice had formed on the 
rope. 
The bucket passed the ice in 
safety, but the “billy” was caught by it 
and the bucket had descended several 
hundred feet before the heavy weight 
caused the ice to give way and allowed 
the “billy” to fall upon the men. 
This colliery had been idle since OcL 
8, 1894, when the mine was set on fire 
by a careless workmen and six lives 
were lost, four of the bodies not being 
recovered for nearly a year.

How a New York Man Would Protect 
the Gold Reserve. 
New York, Jan. 7.—Stephen H. Em­ 
mons, who is president of a gold-min­ 
ing company at I Broadway, has sent 
an open letter to President Cleveland 
•offering a unique plan for maintaining 
th e gold reserve. He said in part: 
“ If the secretary of the treasury will 
p u t himself in communication with the 
owners of gold mines throughout the 
country he can cause the entire gold 
production of the United States to be 
placed at the disposal of the govern 
m ent in exchange for silver coin. So 
fSar. at any rate, as the mines which I 
personally possess or direct are con­ 
cerned, I am willing to undertake that 
th eir output of gold—a very consider­ 
able amount—shall thus be dealt with; 
and there cannot be any doubt of every 
other American gold-mining corpora­ 
tion being ready to do the same. 
“ The assistance thus obtainable by 
th e government will not involve any 
bond issue, and will not saddle the na­ 
tion with any interest charge or syndi­ 
cate remuneration. It will add to the 
volume of home currency at the same 
tim e that it will equally increase the 
am ount of international currency in the 
treasury.”

IN D IA N S IN REVOLT. 


White Settlers In Danger Near Flagstaff 
—Assistance Sent. 
Albuquerque, N. M., Jan. 7.—Meager 
news reached here late yesterday of a 
revolt against the whites by Navajo 
Indians. Early in the morning a cow- 
ooy rode rapidly into Flagstaff, his 
horse white with foam, and stated that 
a band of twenty-five renegade Navajo 
Indians had a number of white settlers 
corralled about forty-five miles from 
Flagstaff, and that if assistance was not 
forthcoming the whites would be mas­ 
sacred. Sheriff Cameron at once sum­ 
moned a posse of determined men, and 
they have gone to the scene of the 
trouble. How serious the affair is and 
what caused the uprising will not be 
known until late tonight or tomorrow 
on the return of Sheriff Cameron and 
his posse to Flagstaff. 


Production of Gold and Silver. 
Washington, Jan. 7.—The director of 
the mint has received approximate es­ 
timates of the gold and silver product 
in the United States in 1895 from the 
mint officers and other agents employed 
to collect these statistics. 
He is of 
opinion after looking through the esti­ 
mates submitted that when the final 
figures are compiled the production of 
gold by the mines of the United States 
in 1895 will be found to have been from 
$46,000,000 to $47,000,000, and the sil­ 
ver product about 46,000,000 fine ounces. 
The product last year was $39,500,000 
in gold and of silver 49,500,000 fine 
ounces. 


Amoclmte Justice Peckham Takes His 
Seat—An Important Decision. 
Washington, Jan. 7.—Associate Jus­ 
tice Peckham, the latest acquisition to 
the supreme bench, took his seat as a 
member of the highest court of the land 
yesterday. The court assigned the 20th 
inst, for reargument of the interstate 
commerce cases involving the validity 
of the provisions of the interstate com­ 
merce law relating to long and short 
hauls and foreign rates. 
The court rendered a decision, which 
was handed down by Justice Harlan, in 
the claim of the State of New York 
against the government for interest on 
money raised and expended by the State 
for the equipment of troops during the 
war, awarding the full amount of $130,- 
000 claimed by the State. The opinion 
decided several points bearing upon 
the functions of the court of claims and 
will have an important bearing upon all 
claims before the 
executive 
depart­ 
ments, possibly including the 
sugar 
bounty claims.

LITTLE NEWS IN HAVANA. 


Insurgents Are Destroying Sugar Gans 
aud Tobacco. 
Havana, Jan. 7.—Little news is re­ 
ceived in this city regarding the move­ 
ments of either the Spanish or the Cu 
ban forces, the lines of communication 
being cut in every direction out of Ha­ 
vana. Enough is reported from points 
in the province of Pina del Rio, how­ 
ever, to show that the insurgents’ col­ 
umns have covered a wide territory in 
that province and 
are 
unceasingly 
destroying the sugar cane and damag­ 
ing the tobacco crop. 
Incoming trains from the south are 
bringing in vast throngs of refugees 
men, women and 
children, some ol! 
whom have beep **i,ned out of house 
and home, but m ^4 of whom are sim­ 
ply fleeing froF* 
fear of violence 
having hastily gathered together a few 
household goods. 
This large infusion 
of panic-stricken people into the city’s 
population 
spreads 
a 
contagion of 
alarm. 
Loud disclaimers are being uttered 
by the authorities that they have any 
fear for the welfare of the city. 
It is 
protected by the strong fortress Moro, 
and being garrisoned by the Cabanas 
Principe, Alares, Santa Clara, and Rei- 
na troops, with heavy artillery, and by 
20,000 volunteers, with 
40,000 
more 
loyal citizens in the city willing to take 
arms. W ith these forces at command, 
the authorities express the 
opinion 
with great confidence that it would be 
impossible for the insurgents to cap­ 
ture the city, unless they were pro­ 
vided with siege artillery. It is claimed 
that only small bands of insurgents 
are engaged in the operations under 
Gomez, and that they are successful 
only in small towns. 
A statement, credited to Dr. Artigas, 
that the Spanish military doctors are 
poisoning the sick and wounded troops, 
is pronounced untrue, and is attributed 
to professional jealousy. Dr. Artigas’ 
course is pronounced most ungrateful. 


Jealous Husband Kills His Wife. 
Jeffersonville, Ind., Jan. 7.—A terri­ 
ble tragedy was enacted in Washington 
county yesterday when W alter Coombs, 
a prominent citizen of Little York, shot 
his wife through 
the 
bowels, from 
which she died in fifteen minutes. He 
then shot himself under the heart. The 
only reason assigned for the deed was 
jealousy on the part of the husband, 
which is said to have been 
without 
cause. It is said he had previously at­ 
tempted suicide. Two children were at 
school when the 
tragedy 
occurred. 
Coombs’ death is but a m atter of a few 
hours.

Immense Gathering at Salt Lake City to 
Celebrate Admittance to Union. 
Salt Lake, Utah, Jan. 7.—Another 
state has been added to the union and 
the rights of self government have been 
extended to 250,000 industrious, law­ 
abiding and intelligent people. 
The oath of office was administered 
to the state officials of Utah at noon 
yesterday. The city was crowded with 
people from all parts of the state. Act­ 
ing Gov. Richards by proclamation de­ 
clared the day a holiday. All business 
was suspended and the buildings along 
the principal streets 
were decorated 
with the national colors. 
At l l o’clock the street parade, under 
the direction of Grand Marshal Bur­ 
ton, moved fom the corner of Main and 
South Third streets. 
The parade in­ 
cluded Gen. Penrose and staff, Federal 
troops and the national guard of Utah, 
members of the legislature, civic so­ 
cieties aud citizens. 
While the parade was taking place 
the artillery on Arsenal hill was firing 
a salute of forty-five guns. 
Acting 
Governor Richards, as master of cere 
monies, called the house to order, and 
prayer was offeed by Wilfred Wood 
ruff, president of the Mormon church. 
He prayed for the welfare of the nation, 
to which Utah will ever be loyal, and 
for the prevalence of justice, mercy, 
truth and peace, so that every 
soul 
might be free to worship as he sees AL 
“The Star Spangled

rendered by a chorus of 1,000 voices. 
After this the proclamation of the pres­ 
ident of the United States, granting 
statehood to Uah, was read by ex-Dele- 
gate Joseph L. Rawlins.

for immediate and full reparation for 
the destruction to American property 
and the injury to American citizens by 
Turkish subjects. 
In any event it is 
understood that the cruiser New York 
may leave for the Mediterranean at any 
moment, the departure of the other ves­ 
sels depending on the contingency of 
the Turkish attitude undergoing a ma­ 
terial change.

He 
was appointed Commissioner of Patents 
by President Grant, and had resided in 
this city since Grant’s administration 
closed.

R em ark ab le G em s D escribed by a F oot- 


fteen th C entury W riter* 
A very curious description of Babylon 
found ic a manuscript of the fourteenth 
century was published in 1782. 
“A 
city,” says the author, “rich in the 
gifts of the ages, safe from disease and 
distress, where all faces are joyous, and 
where the three holy rivers flow over 
costly stones, some of which dispense a 
beautiful light, and others give health 
and strength. 
There is the emerald, 
brighter than a mirror; the jasper, 
which preserves from poison; the gar­ 
net, which casts out demons and de­ 
stroys serpents; the diamond, which 
can only be affected by the blood of 
kids; the topaz, which gives its own 
color to all it approaches; the coral, 
which wards off the thunderbolt; the 
hyacinth, of the color of the day, that 
cures 
all 
diseases; 
the 
margarita, 
formed of dews; in a word, every pre­ 
cious stone that possesses miraculous 
virtue.” How these exquisite speci­ 
mens of nature’s handiwork came into 
existence is a question difficult to an­ 
swer. We know of what they are com­ 
posed, but, if we except the pearl, we 
know nothing of the process by which 
they arrived at perfection; this is a 
problem which must be left to future 
generations to solve. 
It has been proved that the materials 
of which precious stones are made are 
of the commonest and most plentiful, 
“and yet,” says an old writer, “we think 
the very heavens concurred with the 
earth to their ‘commixion/ and so the 
sun left part of his light shining in 
them.” The diamond, which is so daz 
zingly bright and so pure, is in reality 
nothing more or less than pure carbon;

"It would seem as though the mighty 
creative and organizing power had 
chosen to manifest its omnipotence by 
producing its most valuable substances 
from the most ordinary elements.” 
Think of the combination of circum­ 
stances required in the formation of 
these beautiful crystals to give them 
the necessary transparency, brilliancy 
luster and exact amount of coloring 
matter for the desired tint, to say noth 
ing of their freedom from flaws and de 
feels. 
Another circumstance of great 
interest about precious stones is that 
they have doubles so like themselves 
that it is difficult for the untrained eye 
to detect the difference, and yet the one 
is of great value, while the other has 
little or none in comparison.
